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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Election of Group I, claims 1-24 filed on 03/01/07 is acknowledged. Claims 25-33 are 
withdrawn firom consideration. 

Examiner's Notice: new claim 34 presxmiably depends on the method claim 2; however, 
it recites a spectral analyzer. Correction is required. 

In response to the Applicants amendment of withdrawn claims and traverse of the 
restriction requirements the examiner would like to indicate that the apparatus does not require 
performing method downhole, which is the requirement of the method recited in claim 1 (the 
probe is not lifted after being transported downhole). Therefore, the restriction requirements are . 
still applicable and are made FINAL. 

Additional restriction requirements are imposed on the species as following: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
injecting reagent using a syringe pump (claim 3); injecting reagent using a wellbore overpressure 
(claim 1 1); injecting reagent using a restrictor (claim 12); injecting reagent using a throttle valve 
(claim 13). The species are independent or distinct because they require using different 
structural elements for injecting the reagent. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 1 1 are generic. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
adjusting the predetermined volume by adjusting period of time (claim 7); adjusting the 
predetermined volume by adjusting an injection pump rate (claim 8); adjusting the predetermined 
volume by setting an extraction pump rate (claim 18); adjusting the predetermined volume by 
setting an extraction time (claim 17). The species are independent or distinct because they 
require using different structural elements for controlling the rate or time. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 6 and 17 are generic. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
injecting reagent into a stopped formation flow (claim 9); injecting reagent into a flowing 
formation flow (claim 10). The species are independent or distinct because they require different 
set-up of the measurement. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 5 is generic. 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
extracting formation using a syringe piston (claim 20); extracting formation using a flow-line 
pump (claim 21); extracting formation using a step piston (claim 22); extracting formation 
includes adjusting metering valve settings (claim 23). The species are independent or distinct 
because they require using different structural elements for extracting formation. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 15 is generic. 

6. A telephone call was made to Vincent P. Loccisano on 04/10/07 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

1. 48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
